Hard Ftght For Fourth Game. 


With one team determined to even 


up the series and the other anxious to 
Improve the advantage won, the New 
York Giants and the Philadelphia Ath 
letlcs were prepared to battle their 
hardest for the fourth game in the 
world's baseball championship series 
Victory for the American league cham 
pions would mean that they would 
need only one more victory, while a 
defeat for the champions of the Na 
tioual league would make it doubtful if 
they could recover sufficiently to win 
three straight and baseball fame 


Now that two of the New York pitch- 


ers have met defeat at the hands of 
the Athletics, Philadelphia fans feel 
more comfortable and were confident 
that the home team would triumph. 
The victory of Bush, Connie Mack's 
youthful twlrler, over the veteran Tes- 
reau has measurably Increased the op- 
timism of the Athletic adherents as to 
the final result of the series. Another 
big throng gathered at Shlbe park to 
wall in line all night for the bleacher 
gates to open. It waa an even larger 
crowd than that which waited in the 
drizzling rain for Wednesday's game, 
due perhaps to the Improvement in the 
weather. 


The Athletics have now faced the 


pitching of Mathewson, Marquard, 
Jrandall and Tesreau, three of whom 
are the pick of New York's twirling 
staff, while the Giants have hatted 
against Bender, Plank and Bush. Bach 
of the Philadelphia pitchers finished 
its game without assistance, but of 
the New York monndsmen only Math- 
ewson, winner of the wonderful ten 
nning victory against Plank, complet- 
ed a game. Manager Mack has Shaw- 
key and Brown in reserve, while Man- 
ager McGraw has Demaree.

IN DENUNCIATION 


First Real Bitter Oratory Heard 


at Trial. 


MAY POSTPONE TEST VOTE. 


"Every Disguise Torn From His Back 


From the Petticoat 
In Which H 


Trusted to Safety to Threats to Ex 
pose Political Leader He Sued Fo 
Mercy," Says Parker, 


Albany, N. Y., Oct 11.—The court o

Albany, N. Y, Oct 11 — Alton B 


Parker drew a merciless picture of the 
impeached governor in a peroration 
which he attached to bis summary o 
the legal aspects of William Sulzer's 
•wse. 
It was the first really biting 


Ituff In the way of oratory. 


Members of the court who had been 


dozing over the legal citations sudden 
ly found themselves listening as Par 
ker, in solemn, measured phrases, pro 
nounced his condemnation of the gov 
emor. 


After a succinct recital of the go^ er 


nor's various misdeeds Parker declared 
that Sulzer now stood "njked befoie 
this court, without a rag of his at 
tempted % indication clinging to his de 
formed and mutilated manhood 


"Eiery disguise," continued Parker 


"has been torn from his back from the 
petticoat in which he trusted for safe 
ty to the armor of defense in which he 
threatened to attack and expose a po 
litioal leadership to which ne have 
found him suing for a merciful ob- 
literation of his misdeeds and offering 
the bribe of submission." 


Mr. Parker's castigation camp before 


the court hail scarcely settled down to 
work, he merely taking a few minutes 
of the morning session before giving 
way to D-Cady Herrick for the de 
fense. 


"Before this bar the defendant stands 


guilty of these offenses charged by the 
impeachment and proved by uncontro 
verted evidence," he said 
"Before the 


bar of the court of public opinion this 
defendant stands condemned on the 
evidence here presented and on the 
further damning testimony of his 
shifty defense and of his futile efforts 
to dodge by technicalities the trial of 
the Issues before this high court, (in 
which evasive public opinion, with a 
freedom not committed to judicial opin- 
ions, finds direct evidence of guilt. 


"That same public opinion takes cog- 


niEance of the fact that the defendant 
here is suffering from such a severe 
attack of moral nearslghtedness that 
even when directed by a myriad of 
scornful fingers be cannot discern the 
dishonest criminal and dishonorable 
nature of the acts proved. 


Sulzer Stripped of Pretense. 


"Even Justice must see through its 


severe eye something of the pathetic 
in this defendant's frantic efforts to 
cover the nakedness of his wrongdo- 
ing. 
Defiance, defense, justification, 


prevarication, denunciation of his ac- 
cusers, attempts to suppress and falsi- 
fy testimony and efforts to cast the 
blame elsewhere—each In turn has 
been stripped from bis quaking flesh 
until he stands now naked before this 
court without a rag of his attempted 
vindication clinging to his deformed 
and mutilated manhood." 


Mr. Parker continued as follows: 
Every disguise has been torn from his 


back, from the petticoat In which he trust- 
ed for safety to the armor of defiance In 
which he threatened to attack and expose 
a political leadership to which we hava 
found him suing for a merciful oblitera- 
tion of his mtadeeds and offering the bribe 
of submission. 


Coercion of the Court. 


No act of his shows perfectly the com- 
plete baseness of his character, unfitting 
him utterly for any public or private 
tru&t, than does his effort to coerce the 
members of this court through channels 
which his warped Intellect mistakingly In- 
structed him held the power of coercion 
Regardless of the origin of these charges 
regardless of any personal Infliction ot 
discomfort, this court must, we feel cer, 
tain, find on all the evidence that this de- 
fendant has been guilty of misconduct so 
gross as to necessitate his removal for th» 
honor, peace, prosperity and good goverir 
mtnt of this Community 


With this court rests the duty of de- 


Hi ering this state from the menace that 
like the swoid of Damocles hangs above 
it so long as this man so conclusively 
demonstrated to be guilty of deliberate 
and heinous wrongdoing remains in the 
executKe chamber 


And to this court we shall commit the

MANY TROOPS DESERTED, 


Rebellion of Greater Part of General 


Aubert's Relief

Slexico City, Oct 11 —The failure of 


General Trucy Aubert to get to the 
city of Torreon in time to relieve it— 
a mission upon which he set out from 
Saitlllo nearly a month ago with a 
large force of federal troops—is ex- 
plained by the fact that the greater 
part of his 2,000 men deserted him be- 
fore he had completed half of his jour- 
ney, lie Is reported to have reached 
Mndero, twenty-five miles east of Tor- 
reon, when news of the evacuation of 
that city reached him

at Trial. 


MAY POSTPONE TEST VOTE. 


"Every Disguise Torn From His Back 


From the Petticoat 
In Which H 


Trusted to Safety to Threats to Ex 
pose Political Leader He Sued Fo 
Mercy," Says Parker,

Albany, N. Y, Oct 11 — Alton B 


Parker drew a merciless picture of the 
impeached governor in a peroration 
which he attached to bis summary o 
the legal aspects of William Sulzer's 
•wse. 
It was the first really biting 


Ituff In the way of oratory. 


Members of the court who had been 


dozing over the legal citations sudden 
ly found themselves listening as Par 
ker, in solemn, measured phrases, pro 
nounced his condemnation of the gov 
emor. 


After a succinct recital of the go^ er 


nor's various misdeeds Parker declared 
that Sulzer now stood "njked befoie 
this court, without a rag of his at 
tempted % indication clinging to his de 
formed and mutilated manhood 


"Eiery disguise," continued Parker 


"has been torn from his back from the 
petticoat in which he trusted for safe 
ty to the armor of defense in which he 
threatened to attack and expose a po 
litioal leadership to which ne have 
found him suing for a merciful ob- 
literation of his misdeeds and offering 
the bribe of submission." 


Mr. Parker's castigation camp before 


the court hail scarcely settled down to 
work, he merely taking a few minutes 
of the morning session before giving 
way to D-Cady Herrick for the de 
fense. 


"Before this bar the defendant stands 


guilty of these offenses charged by the 
impeachment and proved by uncontro 
verted evidence," he said 
"Before the 


bar of the court of public opinion this 
defendant stands condemned on the 
evidence here presented and on the 
further damning testimony of his 
shifty defense and of his futile efforts 
to dodge by technicalities the trial of 
the Issues before this high court, (in 
which evasive public opinion, with a 
freedom not committed to judicial opin- 
ions, finds direct evidence of guilt. 


"That same public opinion takes cog- 


niEance of the fact that the defendant 
here is suffering from such a severe 
attack of moral nearslghtedness that 
even when directed by a myriad of 
scornful fingers be cannot discern the 
dishonest criminal and dishonorable 
nature of the acts proved. 


Sulzer Stripped of Pretense. 


"Even Justice must see through its

The method of most women—of call- 


Xng the number they want on the tele- 
phone and then rudely demanding the 
J.aaine of the owner of tbe voice that 
; ranswers them—is reminiscent of an ex- 
tperience business men sometimes have. 
•*One busy man was consulting with a 
"very Important business associate. He 
•gave word to the office boy that he on 
no account could be disturbed. A man 
called to see him and beard the office

Kansas City, Mo., Oct 11.—Fire de- 


etroyed the six story main building of 
the Southwestern Milling company at 
Eighteenth street and Kansas avenue, 
Kansas City, Kan., and the mill's pow- 
er plant, a short distance away.
